Tue Eacte ann Pixe.—Eagles, which are 
very in S jinavia, are in the habit 
of pourncing upon the pike when basking near the 
surface of the water, and are frequently worsted 
in the vonflict which ensues. In an instance of 
the fact witnessed by Capt. Eurenius, when the 
eagle first seized the pike, he was enabled to lift 
him a short distance into the air; but the weight 
of the fish, — with its struggles, soon car 
tied them back again to the water, under which 
for a while they both disappeared: presently, 
however, the eagle again came to the surface, ut- 
tering at the same time the most piercing cries 
and making apparently every endeavor to extri 
cate his talons; but all was in vain; and, after a 
great deal of struggling, he was finally carried 
under the water. Capt. Eurenius said, moreover, 
that pikes were occasionally taken alive with only 
the legs and talons of the eagles attached to their 
backs, the bodies of the birds having previously 
decayed —Lioyd's Field Sports.

the pig. Thus prepared, [ drove in the night 
time through ob districts as were known to be 
frequented by wolves. To attract these animals 
towards us, we kept occasionally pinching the 
poor pig: wl, not liking this treatment, made 
the forest ring again with his squeaks. ‘This plan 
of shooting wolves with the assistance of a pig is 
not very unfrequently resorted to in Scandinavia 
when the weather is severe. If those dangerous 
animals happen to hear the cries of the pig, it is 
said, they almost always approach immediately 
near tothe sledge, when it is not, of course, dith- 


cult to kill them.—J). 


Bear Hentine in Swepen.—The most usual 
method of destroying bears is by “ skalling” and 
“ringing.” In the Sees, the inhabitants of a 
whole, or of several districts, assemble to the 
amount of several hundreds, ‘or even thousands, 
enclose the animals in an area, and gradually con- 
tracting it, drive them to a given point, where 
they are shot without difficulty. These ‘ skalls” 
are under the superintendence of an experienced 
huntsman. In ringing a bear, which can only be 
done when the snow ison the ground, his foot- 
steps are traced till they leave crooked and irregu- 
lar marks, when it is known he is about to lie 
down. From this point a ring is commenced, 
which, if completed without again meeting the

Sportine Society.—A new society is on 
the point of being established in Paris, the 
nature and details of which will cause a 
smile in this country. Its object is, to pro- 
vide the cockneys of Paris with the “ appli- 
ances and means” of sporting without the 
usual trouble of sgeking for them. The follow- 
ing are some ‘of the details:—An imniense 
park has been, or is to be taken, at Courbe- 
voie, about four miles from the capital, which 
is supplied with preserves capable of furnish- 
ing at least 300,000 head of game annually. 
Subscribers of 120 francs a year, are to have 
the right of shooting daily during the season 
or any one may shoot asingle day on paying 
the sum offour francs. These subscriptions 
however, are not to entitle the party to take 
away the game they may shoot, unless they 
choose to pay in addition, one franc tor every 
rabbit, one franc and a half for a partridge, 

ree francs for a hare, six francs for a phea- 
sant, fifteen francs fora fox, thirty francs for 
a fawn, fifty francs fora wild boar or a buck, 
&c. Butif the party killing any of these re- 
spectively does not choose to pay the above 
prices for taking them away, the Society it- 
self will pay him half the said prices respect- 
ively, for leaving them. On fixed days, there 
will also be grand hunts arranged, in which

| THe Friest or Birps.—It has been 

calculated that a hawk will fly not less than 
150 miles in an hour. Major Cartwright 
on the coast of Labrador, found, by repeated 
observations, that the flight of an eider-duck 
was at the rate of 90 miles an hour. The 
flight of the common crow is nearly 25 miles 
an hour; and ——— found that of the 
swallow to be about 92 miles, while he con- 
jectures that of the swift as nearly three 
times greater. A falcon, which belonged to 
Henry IV. of France, escaped from Fontain- 
bleau, and in 24 hours afterwards was found 
in Malta, a distance computed to be no less 
than 1,350 miles—a_ velocity nearly equal to 
57 miles an hour, supposing the falcon to 
have been on the wing the whole time; but 
as such birds never fly by night, and allow- 
ing the day to be at the longest, his flight 
was perhaps equal to 75 miles an hour, how 
easily can they accomplish their most exten- 
sive migrations, especially as it is well known 
that woodcocks and other birds take the ad- 
vantage of a favorable breeze, which aids 
them at the rate of 30 or 40 miles an hour.

From Awerican Ornithology, by J.J. Audubon, Esq

‘The hun 
ters go in pairs, the foremost man carrying in one 
hand the horns and part of the skin of the head 
of a deer, and in the other a smal! bundle of twigs, 
against which he, from time to time, rubs the 
horns, imitating the gestures peculiar to the ani- 
mal. His comrade follows, treading exactly in 
his footsteps, and holding the guns of both in a 
horizontal position, so that the muzzles project 
under the arms of him who carries the head 
Both hunters haye a fillet of white skin round 
their foreheads, and the foremost has a strip ofthe 
same kind round his wrists. They approach the 
herd by degrees, raising their legs very slowly, 
but setting them down somewhat suddenly, after 
the manner of a deer, and always taking care to 
lift their right or left feet simultaneously. If any 
of the herd leave off feeding to gaze on this ex- 
traordinary phenomenon, it instantly stops, and 
the head begins to play its part by licking its 
shoulders, and performing other necessary move- 
ments. Inthis way the hunters attain the very 
centre of the herd without exciting suspicion, and 
have leisure to single out the fattest. The hind- 
most man then pushes forward his comrade’s gun, 
the head is dropt, and they both fire at nearly the 
same instant. ‘The herd scampers off, the hun 
ters trot after them; in a short time the poor ani- 
mals halt to ascertain the cause of their terror; 
their foes stop at the same instant, and having 
loaded as they ran, greet the gazers with a second 
fatal discharge. The consternation of the deer 
increases, they run to and fro in the utmost con- 
fusion, and sometimes a great part of the herd is 
¢estroyed within the space of a few hundred 
yards.

Then 
a solitary splash here, and a dip there, and short 
sharp yells, and low choking bubbling moans, as 
the hissing fragments of the noble vessel we 
had seen, fell into the sea, and the last of her 
gallant crew vanished forever beneath that pale 
broad moon. We were alone, and once more all 
was dark, and wild, and stormy.—Fearfully had 
that ball sped, fired by a dead man’s hand. But 
what is that clings black and doubled across the 
fatal cannon, dripping and heavy, and choking 
the scuppers with clotting gore, and swaying to 
and fro with the motion of the vessel, hke a 
bloody fleece ’” “ Who is that was hit at the 
gun there?”
